The enormous loss that 
will be sustained this fall in the an- 
nual corn yield through the planting 
of poor seed corn last spring will be 
enormous and emphasizes more and 
more the importance of having a de- 
finite time and plan for harvesting

Sending farm crops through live- 
stock to market is splendid foresight. 
Such a method has made the live- 
stock industry of the country the 
shore anchor of agriculture. With the 
practice of modern methods of rais- 
ing livestock, with modern facilities 
for marketing in foreign countries 
improving, and with our home mar- 
kets demanding certain grades of 
stock, which a few years ago were 
not thought of, there is ‘emphasized 
again and again the fact that the far- 
mer, the breeder and the feeder can- 
not get too much good blood into his 
herds. 


The days of the scrub on _ high 
priced land farmed by progressive 
farmers are numbered. There are 
many, however, who have not yet 
grasped the importance of raising 
high grade or pure bred stock. There 
is more education needed along this 
line. Our Covnty and State Fairs and 
livestock expositions are doing much 


to educate old and young breeders 
alike in proper methods of breeding 
and feeding, but the best lessons are 
taught at home, on the farm. Take 
for instance, the farmer, who has on 
his farm some high grade cattle and 
some scrubs, he. is doing only fairly 
well and is ambitious to do better. 
‘he thing for him to do is to dispose 
of his scrubs, get a pure bred sire 
with strong individuality and a good 
family history and save the _ best 
calves. He should buy a pure bred 
heifer occasionally and _ gradually 
work into pure bred animals. It is 
wonderful to know how this. plan 
works out to a successful issue. With 
the improvement seen in cattle will 
come a desire to improve the horses, 
hogs, sheep, etc. It will be but a short 
time before all the stock on the farm 
will be pure bred or all of high 
grade.

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FALL ROAD BUILDING. 
Look after the roads this fall. ggg 
that there is ample drainage to 
off fall rains. Good drainage lies 
the basis of road building. The fou 
dation, or bed of the road should be 
free of water throughout the year, 
The proper system of drainage is ong 
that will carry away quickly, any 
rainfall or melting snow. The ditches 
at the side of the road should have 
outlet sufficient to prevent water 
from soaking back into the road 
The sides of a road ditch should be 
sloping.

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BROWN SWISS. 
(By Prof. R. M. Washburn, Mo. State 
Dairy Commissioner. ) 

The Brown Swiss, or Brown Switz- 
er as they are often called in this 
country, are a large, strong, well-fiesh- 
ed brown or  silver-brown colored 
breed from Switzerland where they 
have been raised pure for many cen- 
turies. To this cow is due a goodly 
share of the reputation of the Swiss 
people as cheese makers, for it is 
she that roams the rugged mountain 
sides and converts the rough grass 
and herbs into pure milk. Because 
of this free and active life they are 
now very strong, healthy and inde- 





They yield a generous flow of milk 


and hold out well, a fair yield being’ - 


from 6000 to 9000 pounds per year, 
testing from 3 1-2 to 4 1-4 per cent. 
After the season of usefulness in the 
dairy is over they make good beef, 
in fact they are a good dual purpose 
animal.

pendent, well suited to the hilly pas- 
tures of many of the States. They 
were first imported into the United 
States in 1869 by H. M. Clark of Bel- 
mont, Mass. There are now represen- 
tatives of this bread in nearly every 
state. In Switzerland they are known 
as triple purpose animals, i. e. for 
milk, meat and beasts of burden. 
Those of this country who raise them 
for the Mexican market are com- 
pelled to breed rather more to the 
beef than to the dairy standard, for 
this is what the market demands. 

In size the Brown Swiss are rather 
large, the weight of the standard cow 
in Switzerland being 1200 to 1300 
pounds, bull 1600 to 2000 Ibs. They 
are good breeders and are pretty good 
feeders though inclined to be heavy 
boned. Their docility, strong consti- 
tution, and excellent breeding qualities 
wmake them valuable in improving any 
run down or weakened herd of native 
or grade stock.

A few years ago, we heard but little 
about gasoline engines for use on our 
farms, while today we find many of them 
on up-to-date farms. This growing in- 
terest has been brought about largely 
through the improvements that have been 
made by manufacturers during iate 
years in simplifying the working parts 
of the engines so that the average farm- 
er can operate them with the ease of 
an expert. The truth of the matter 
is, a bright boy can handle a .modern 
gasoline engine without much teaching. 
Take the farmer who has never seen 
a gasoline engine and let him start and 
stop one for a few times and study a few 
of the principles of operatint it and in 
a few days, he will become as familiar 
with its workings as he would with a 
team of horses on a “tread-mill.”

SOME FARM DO’S AND A FEW 
DONT’S. 


I saw a large sleigh standing out by 
the side of the barn at a farmer’s place 
the other day. It had heen there ever 
since last winter. Handy to hitch on 
to this winter. A little the worse for 
the weather. Probcbly a little weaker 
in the joints. Storms will rot wood, but 
it was so handy to have the sleigh right 
where the man could hitch to it when 
snow comes! Do you like to have 
things handy that way? Don’t do it. it 
costs too much. 

Round up the seasons work by putting 
every farm tool under cover. If you 
have not barn room, set up some posts 
cut from the woods with crotches at 


the top, lay some sticks across the tops 
of these posts and finish up with a few 
boards. You can make such a_ tem- 
porary shed in this way for very little 
money, it will save a lot of dollars 
you have invested in farm tools. 

Hundreds of tons of straw and hay 
are wasted every year because not prop- 
erly stacked. Keep the middle the high- 
est all the way up and the stack will 
shed water. 

How long has it been since you greas- 
ed the heavy wagon? Let’s go out and 


look at the wheels right now. See that 
coarse, black stuff that clings to the 
axle now? How y it is! That is a 


part of the: outside of your axle and the 
inside of your wheel. This wagon has 
been run miles since it should have been 
oiled. The wheels never will be just 
as they were before. But begin this 
day to keep your wheels well oiled. Will 
you?—E. L. Vincent.

USE THE FANNING MILL. 

For the last fifteen years, the Ontario 
Agricultural college has been doing much 
valuable work in improving ordinary 
farm crops. As a result of this experi- 
mental work, the institution has succeed- 
ed in raising the yield of a number of 
crops several bushels per acre. Prof. 
Zavitz, who has had charge of the field 
experiments for the past twelve years, 
has been seeding large heavy plump seed 
in comparison with light weight and light 
colorefl seed. 

This work was begun by selecting the 
two kinds of oat seed from one variety of 
the general crop. Each year _ after 
that, plump seed was_ selected from 
the plots that had been’ seeded with 
plump grain and light-weight seed was 
selected from the plots that had been 
seeded with light-weighing seed. The 
result of this selection has been that 
in 1904 the crop from the heavy seed 
averaged 91.6 bushels par acre, weigh- 
ing 34.5 pounds per bushel, while the 
crop from the light-weighing seed _pro- 
duced 68 bushels per acre, weighing 
24 pounds per bushel. 

From a report of the college, the aver- 
age yield per acre of the oat crop in On- 
tario was eleven per cent or 3.8 bushels 
more during the last ten year’s period 
than during the ten years previous. The 
above data brings out the importance of 
selecting heavy, plump seed for sowing. 
The lesson teaches the use of the fanning 
mill. Buy one now. It will pay big 
dividends on the investment.

UNDERGROUND DRAINING. 

Roots will not penetrate deeper than 
contact with stagnant water, which acts 
as a poison to all ordinary plants. An 
easy experiment will readily and con- 
vincingly ‘illustrate this. A plant grown 
in a box kept well drained will have 
rootlets through all the soil in the box. 
But, if the bottom drainage of box be 
closed and box drained from side, so that 
bottom soil in box be filled with stag- 
nant water, the rootlets in this stagnant 
water will die, and the whole plant will 
suffer from it 

The rootlets of the field crop will not 
penetrate stagnant sub-soil, and so, in 
case of drought, the low lands sometimes 
suffer first. 

The remedy is deep underground 
draining. Where properly done, and the 
soil and sub-soil kept in good condition, |

“ WITH THE LIVE STOCK. 
In feeding stock, figure out the cost 

of putting on a pound of flesh. 

Provide shelter for the colts so as 


to keep them out of the cold fall rains. 
Cattle fed in open yards should have 


plenty of good water available at all 
times. 

Keep the pigs growing as rapidly as 
possible, unless intended for breeding 
stock. 


Raise all the feed you can on the farm 
and buy only those feeds necessary to 
piece out. 

In feeding horses, bear in mind that 
it is the amount of food digested, not 
eaten, that gives the horse strength. 

Castor oil well rubbed in twice daily 
for a week will remove warts on cattle. 
The animals suffer no pain. Try it. 

In buying cattle for feed lots avoid 
the leggy, thin flanked, narrow ended, 
tight hided cattle. Better sell your corn 
at home than to feed such animals at 
any price. 

Feed oats and clover to the colts that 
are being weaned. Avoid the corn ra- 
tion in the fall. The feed required is 
one that will build up the bone and 
muscular system. 

The most extravagant economy for 
the breeder is the use of a poor sire. 
That “the bull is half the herd” is cer- 
tainly true ahd this fact is brought home 
to the breeder every day. 

Give horses a variety of food. While 
oats will continue to be a standard food 
for horses, yet a small allowance of lin- 
seed meal and corn fodder will also be 
relished and give excellent results. 

Feed new corn with caution to hogs 
in the early fall. A good plan is to feed 
corn on the stalks while green. Roots, 
such as mangies, turnips or pumpkins 
are good to keep the hog’s digestive ap- 
paratus in good condition. 

When starting sheep on a grain ration 
do it with caution, especially is this 
true where corn is fed. Oats make a 
good feed for the principle part of the 
ration. A little bran will be helpful. 
Two or three weeks should be taken to 
get sheep on a grain ration. 

Did you know that in baby beef pro- 
duction that well finished baby beef 
heifers bring as high prices on the mar- 
ket as do steers? This is not true when 
maturity is reached. A friend of ours 
fits several car loads of baby heifers 
each fall and does it cheaper and makes 
more profit than im feeding baby beef 
steers. 

We feel it our duty to urge every far- 
mer to include among his farm stock a 
few head of pure bred cattle or hogs. 
It costs no more to keep a pure bred 
than a scrub animal. If you have a 
bank account and\scrubs exchange some 
of the bank account for a few pure 
breds. It will pay a larger interest on 
your money than you are now receiving. 


Hay and corn being the most plen- 
tiful foods on the farm are as a rule too 
liberally fed by the farmer who wishes 
to treat his horses with kindness. Farm 
work horses should be fed just. that 
amount of hay which they, will clean 
up readily. They should bé fed in tlre 
morning, after watering, / and before 
grain. At noon in hot weather when 
much work is to be done hay should 
be withheld or but a pound or two be 
= after a sip of water and while 
orse is cooling before/ getting) noon feed 
of erain. Feed at-night liberaily after 
the grain ration hag been fully mast:- 
cated. Hay should/be of good quality 
and sprinkled, if dusty. The amount of 
hay fed should be increased as work de- 
creases as in the winter when hay 
tation may be doubled as the grain is 
decreased. 


FEEDING NEW CORN. 


In changing steers from old corn to 
new, make the change gradually. New 
corn is very palatable and stock are 
liable to over-feed. Many good feeders 
prefer to feed old with new corn and 
not get their cattle onto a new corn 
ration until November. If old corn is 
not available, it is a good plan to feed 
dried ground grain as a part of the ra- 
tion. Then as the new crop becomes 
more matured, the quantity fed can be 
gradually increased. Feeding in the 
stalk to begin with may be changed to 
snapped or jerked corn. It is consid- 
ered quite safe to feed new corn when 
the kernels will shell off readily by hand 
from the majority of the ears,

CEMENT FLOOR FOR HOG HOUSE 


“Is it advisable to build a hog house 
floor of cement or plank, and if so , how 
constructed?” is a query’ just received. 
We would advise \onr ‘Subscriber to 
build a cement floor. \/It will\cost about 
the same to \construct,| as a plank floor 
and will not only be more sanitary, but 
will last longer. 








THE THOROUGHBRED BEFORE THE RACE. 


A barrel of cement will cover 100 
square feet of surface. Use Portland 
cement. The cost for putting in the 
floor should not exceed 12 cents per 
square foot. Place three inches of cin- 
ders, gravel or concrete mixed with ce- 





ment. Use one part cement to three 
parts of other material. Mix first dry, 
then wet. Get the mixture uniform. 


Refore it dries, apply a one inch coat of 
cement anu sand and fine gravel, one 
part of cement to two of sand and grav- 
el mixed. The surface may be rough- 
ened with an old scrub broom.

SHEEP NOTES. 

The breed of sheep for mutton is one 
that gives early maturity. 

Show condition and low condition are 
both extremely hurtful for breeding ewes. 

Sometimes there is really more in the 
breed of the shepherd than in the sheep. 

Irregular feeding of the flock is a 
pernicious habit and leads to trouble. 

Select a ram that has a good mascu- 
line head and that stands firmly on 
strong legs. 

Cold fall rains are bad for sheep. See 
that they are provided with an abun- 
dance of shelter. 

The change of diet for sheep should 
not be sudden. Place salt near sheep 
where they can have access to it at 
all times. 

Never put lambs in stale pastures. A 
frequent change of pasture is good for 
ewes and lambs.

ABOUT MILKING STOOLS. 
We know a milking stool is used to 
sit on, and too frequently to pat the 


cows with, but not everyone knows that 
the kind of stool used plays an import- 
ant part in the number of cows a per- 
son can milk without fatigue.

and be rather high; high enough so

BEFORE AND AFTER CALVING. 

Mistakes must not be made just be- 
fore and after calving. When the cow 
is dry her feed should consist largely 
of roughage. A couple of pounds of 
grain daily rich in protein is sufficient. 
Bran or oats or a mixture of bran and 
oats together with a little oil meal makes 
a good grain ration before calving. 
Well cured clover hay or ensilage makes 
a good feed for the cow at this time. 
If the cow is on good pasture she will 
not need either grain or roughage. No 


more roughage should be fed than the 
cow will eat up clean. 

Keep the cow quiet just before and 
after calving. Afford her a box stall 


if possible at time the calf is dropped. 
Then is a good time for the master 
through kindness, to gain the good will 
of the cow. After the calf has nursed 
once and been licked off, remove it so 
as to have as little disturbance as pos- 
sible. After the calf has gone then is 
the time to caress and sliow extra care 
for the cow. She should then be fed

In nearly all cases if the hogs are to 
be marketed early, it will he best to com- 
mence feeding them a_ little heavier 
this month. Corn is the best fattening 
food, at least for the western farmer, 
but in commencing to feed new corn, it’s 
best to commence with a small quantity 
at first and gradually increase until 
they are given all they will eat up clean.

The advantages of this method of 
storing are, first: that it gives better 
protection from mice than where it is 
spread on the floor or corded in piles 


or put in racks. Second, it gives bet- 
ter circulation of air which allows the 
corn to dry out quickly and thoroughly 
thus protecting it from moulding and 
sprouting and from being frozen while 
it is sappy. The greatest enemy to 
good seed corn is hard freezing while 
it still contains moisture, consequently 
there is more danger from late harvest- 
ing than from too early harvesting. 
However, it is not a good plan to har-

corn, The second best place seems to 
be the cellar and especially the furnace 
room. There are several objections to 
the average cellar. It is apt to be too 
damp and the corn must be well dried 
before putting in the cellar and it must 
not be corded up or put in piles but 
hung up. 

There is more danger from mice and 
generally there is less room, but it has 
one great advantage in that it protects 


the corn from the hard freezes. 
that is hung in the barn or under an 
open shed generally comes through the 


winter in fair condition provided it was 
harvested and hung up during the early 
part of October, yet the experience of 
the last two years shows that much of 
the seed stored in this way was either 
killed or greatly weakened. During 
the warm damp spells.the seed gathered 
moisture and was injured by the cold 
freezes that followed.

house so as to prevent “fire fanging” 
but keeping up a good fermentation that 
will kill weed seeds. It is a good time 
now to prepare the compost heap. for 
next year’s garden. 

Rhubarb may be planted in the fall 
as well as the spring. Have soil rich 
and deeply prepared. Mix manure with 
soil. Dig up old plants, use only the 
best, those that have the best stalks. 
Divide the clumps of roots, leave one 
good eye to the piece. Plant pieces four 
feet apart each way, eye just below the 
surface. Pack earth solidly around 
the root piece.

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PRUNING GRAPE VINES. 

Prun’ grape vines any time after the 
leaves .ail. That this work should be 
put off until spring is a wrong idea for 
during the mil’ weather of late fall is 
a seasonable time. Often there is more 
time at this season than during the rush 
of spring work, and it is a more com- 
fortable tim:, too. There is less. injury 
of vines by severe winters after prun- 
ing in the fall than if xot done. wrop 
them on the ground after pruning and 
let lie until spring before tying to trellis.

SELF FEEDER and largely wasted. 
To grow fast it is necessary for chick- 
ens too eat often. It is advisable to 
use a self-feeder like the one shown in 
cut. Place the food in the V-shaped 
part, the lower edges of which rest on 
the top of the shallow trough where the 
chickens eat. The food, consisting of 
dry grains, is prevented from running 
out too fast. To prevent rovving by ma- 
ture fowls set the feeder in an enclos- 
ure accessible only to the chicks for 
which intended.

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BONE MEAL FOR POULTRY. 

Poultry need a large supply of ash 
elements for the reason that eggs con- 
tain a great deal of these constituents, 
in fact over one-third of the total dry 
matter of an Aside from 
this a large amount of lime is needed 
by the laying then for the production 
of egg shells. Since our ordinary food 
stuffs do not supply these constituents 
they must be added in the form of 
some other foods. Chickens also re- 
quire a certain amount of grit to aid 
in the digestion of their food. Sand 
or crushed stone is useful for this; 
oyster shells are also valuable for the 
same purpose. 

When poultry is allowed to run in 
the field durimg the summer months 
every one knows that they consume 
large quantities of insects and from 
these they obtain. a large amount of 
protein as well as ash, including phos- 
phate of lime, the principal constitu- 
ents of bones. This is the part of the 
ration we must supply during the win- 
ter. season or else find something that 
will take its place. Meat scraps, fed 
with the ordinary grains, are excellent 
but such a ration is often expensive. 
Experience has shown that ground raw 
bones fed in connection with the or- 
dinary farm grains are just as effec- 


er ?

tive if not even betrer than meat 
scraps. Bone meal can be purchased 
and fed, but it costs abou $40 per ton 


and few farmers think they can afford 
to pay thac price. P 

What we would recommend to the 
small progressive poultryman (we say 
the small poultryman for the extensive 
raiser of poultry took this advice years 
ago), is to make arrangement with the 
local butcher to procure all the raw 
bones needed which, in most cases, can 
be obtained for the asking. Further 
we would recommend the purchase of 
a hand power bone grinder to grind 
these bones as needed, and let ground 
raw bones form a portion of the ration all 
winter long. This will supply the very 
substances in which the grain is de- 
ficient and make a most economical as 
well as an excellent ration for laying 
hens. A small bone grinder will soon 
pay for its original cost and with 
proper care will last a life time. It 
will be a good investment indeed. 

Don’t make the mistake of thinking 
that ground bone will take the place 
of grain, for it will not. It should 
be used only as a supplement to supply 
certain elements lacking in the ordi- 
nary foods. As to the amount of feed 
we would recommend about one tea- 
spoonful three or four times per week 
to each hen, well mixed with the other 
foods fed. Fed in this way it will not 
only cause the hens to lay from ten 
to fifteen per cent more eggs but it 
will also make them healthier for the 
reason that they are more thoroughly 
nourished.

A PRACTICAL POULTRY HOUSE. 

A structure capable of housing hens 
comfortably the year round gives the 
most satisfaction in a cold climate. The 
accompanying plan shows how such a 
house may be built. About lz by 20 
feet, with 7 foot posts, for the main 
part, and the wing or scratching shed 
should be about 10 by 16 * et, with 5 
foot posts in front and 3 1-2 at the rear. 
The front should be composed chiefly. of 
glass down to within one foot of the 
ground, and face toward the south or 
southeast. There is then a good chance 
to have a spacious yard in front, as in- 
dicated. In the main part of the build- 
ing, on the west side of alley or walk, 


should be the feed boxes on the floor. 
Above these should be the nest boxes, 
and above them, in turr. a board to 
eatch the droppings from the fowls 


which roost on perches in the upper part 
of the room. This arrangement should 
run the whole length of the structure. 
The nest boxes, moreover, should rest 
on a shelf, so that they can be removed 





boxes, underneath, should be mounted on 
rollers that they may be pulled out 
into the alley for the same purpose, and 
about half of them should contain lime 
plaster, grit, bone and the like. Corn,

green material, should be kept in the 
rest for variety. It is auvisable to 
have a drop door in front of the nests, 
with openings in it large enough for the 
hens to pass through. The dust boxes 
on the east side of the alley, should be 
enclosed with a tight board side and 
hinged cover, with opening to admit 
birds at north end. The space above 
may be used for setting hens, and as 
a prison for those that it is not desir- 
able to have sit. In the loft should be 
laid a floor containing cracks for ven- 
tilation, this being secured by means of 
the ventilating chutes that extend above 
the roof. The interior should be kept 
well whitewashed.—Fred O. Sibley.

The Indiana. stations, has just 
bulletin number 108 on “soy beans, 
lings and tankage and supplementary 
in pork production.” The bulletin 
out first’ that the market demand is for 
young hogs weighing from two to three 
hundred pounds. It is therefore import- 
ant that swine growers follow the best 
methods of feeding and particularly the 
judicious use of corn and supplementary 
feeds in fattening hogs. The primary 
object of the experiment was to deter- 
mine the value of soy beans as a supple- 
ment to corn in pork production and 
to encourage farmers to grow their own 
protein for hogs; to compare soy beans 
with middlings and tankage as supple- 
ments to corn and to emphasize the de- 
ficiency of corn as a sole ration for pork 
producaion. Sixteen cross-bred pigs 
averaging fifty-five and one-half pounds 
each were equally divided as to sex into 
four lots and fed for a period of twelve 
weeks. Let 1, corn meal alone, nutri- 
tive ratio 1: 13. 3. Lot 11 one-half corn- 
meal, one-half wheat meal, nutritive ratio 
1: 8 Lot [II two-thirds corn meal, one- 
third soy bean meal, nutritive ratio 1: 
5. 1. Lot IV, five-sixths corn meal, one- 
sixth tankage, nutritive ratio 1: 5. 2. 
The gains made by the pigs fed corn meal 
were not satisfactory although the pngs 
had all the feed they would consume, and 
good care. Those consuming one-third soy 
beans made the best gain although lots 
two and four made satisfactory gain. 
Soy beans proved to be a very good ad- 
junct to corn as did all other supplements 
tested. The cost of producing a hundred 
pounds gain where corn alone was fed 
was $5.01. With one-half middlings and 
one-half corn meal, $3.44 per hundred 
pounds gained. With one-third soy bean 
meal two-thirds corn meal, the one hun- 
dred pound gain cost $3.59. Where one- 
sixth tankage and five-sixths corn meal 
were fed the one hundred pounds gain 
cost $3.71. The largest total profit, $5. 
71, was made in the middlings lot with the 
soy bean meal lot very close with $5.66 
while the tankage gave $4. 49 profit. Corn 
meal alone was fed at a loss of $.026. 
Total gain in live weight corn meal fed, 
183 pounds. Fed 1-2 corn meal, 1-2 midd- 
lings, 365 pounds. Fed 2-3 corn meal, 
1-3 soy bean meal, 402. Fed 5-6 corn 
meal, 1-6 tankage 348.5 pounds. One pig 
in the lot receiving tankage did not seem 
to make sufficient use of the feed received 
which accounted for result. Middlings 
cost $22.00 per ton, soy beans, $33.33 
per ton, digestive tankage $33.00 per ton. 
The result of the experiment shows soy 
beans to be a valuable adjunct to corn, 
being the most efficient feed tested, and 
Indiana swine growers are advised to 
test this crop. The pigs fed on ration 
of one part of soy beans and two parts of 
corn produced 2 2-5 as much gain in as 
much time as did those receiving corn 
only. The bulletin points out that soy 
beans are easily grown, are productive, 
will stand drought, bring nitrogen to the 
soil, are rich in fat and will furnish 
sufficient fat in corn production. 

Bulletin number 123 of the Illinois 
Station treats of the “Comparison of 
methods of preparing corn and clover hay 
for fattening steers’, by Prof. Mumford. 
The principle object of the experiment 
was to determine the best method of pre- 
paring and feeding corn and clover hay 
to fattening cattle under varying con- 
ditions to bring the largest profits. Also 
data on the question whether the cattle 
feeder car afford to buy nitrogenous con- 
centrates to supplement corn when an 
abundance of ciover hay is available and 
to what extent the answer to this quesaion 
is dependant upon the price of feed in- 
volved. The experiment began November 
28th, 1903 «and ended June 2, 1904. 130 
head of high grade shorthorn steers about 
2 1-2 years of age grading as choice 
feeding cattle were divided into ten Lots, 
six of which contained fifteen steers each, 
while four contained ten steers each. The 
steers cost $4.15 per hundred weight in 
the feed lots. The ten lots of steers 
were fed silage, ear corn, shelled corn. 
fodder corn, corn meal and corn cob meal 
with clover hay, the latter being chaffed 
and mingled with the grain in two in- 
stances. Hogs followed each lot of 
steers to recover undigested feed. At the 
end of the experiment the ten lots sold 
for an average of about $6.10 per hun- 
dred weight. The margin between buying 
and selling prices necessary to insure the 
feeder against sloss varied from $1.00 to 
$1.53 per hundred weight. The prices 








for finished cattle sold returned margins 
from $1.42 to $1.62 per hundred weight, 
not crediting the gains made by the pigs 
following the cattle. Some of the im- 
portant conclusions drawn by Prof. Mum- 
ford in the experiment are the following: 
where hogs did not follow cattle the fead- 
ing of broken ear corn was followed with 
larger profits than the feeding of corn 
meal: silage ranks with ear corn, corn 
meal and corn and cob meal in its abil- 
ity to make rapid gains on fattening cat- 
tle; corn meal, corn and cob meal seem 
to be about equally efficient in produc ve 
quick finish ; 
cured with whole than with shelled corn 
and equally as good as with meal; the 
feeding of nitrogenous concentrates to 
supplement corn was recommended where 
the quicker finish was desired; a given 
amount of corn and cob meal did not 
produce any more beef and considerably 
less pork and beef combined than did 
the ear corn: corn meal is not more 
efficient for beef production than is ear 
corn; ear corn is more efficient for beef 
production than is shelled corn, the same 
is true in reference to corn meal; the 
test indicated that the supplementing of 
carn with nitrogenous concentrates injures 
the efficiency of corn and clover hay for 
beef production; the chaffing of hay and 
mixing with meals did not add materially 
to their efficiency for beef production, al- 
though by this system, there is less likli- 
hood of steers getting off feed or scouring. 

For profit to the cattle feeder, the three 
rations giving best results rank as fol- 
lows: ear corn supplemented with oil 
meal and gluten meal; shock or fodder 
corn and ear corn; and ear corn without 
supplement clover hay being fed in all 
the lots. The three rations giving small- 
est profits were shelled corn, (mud lots), 
corn and cob meal, corn meal (hay chaff- 
ed). In each of these instances, the corn 
part of the rations was supplemented with 
oil meal and gluten meal. The above 
are only some of the salient points of 
the bulletin. Cattle feeders should write 
for this bulletin which is fully illustrated 
and contains much information of a 
practical nature. 

The Minnesota Station is carrying on 
extensive experiments with wheat rust. 
The work is along two lines. First: 
Selection of varieties that are rust resis- 
tent. This is being done by selecting from 
rust affected fields, those individual plants 
that are immune from the disease. This 
seed is taken to the station nursery, plan- 
ted and selection made each year from 
this planting. The work has been carried 
on for a number of years. On the station 
grounds this year, there re 20,000 plants 
of this selected wheat. Out of this large 
collection it is thought varieties that are 
immune will be found. Second: Develop- 
ing early varieties which promise to mat- 
ure before the rust gets in its deadly work. 
Late wheat that requires more time to 
ripen is in greater danger of rust than 
early varieties. This work is progressing 
very satisfactorily and a number of early 
varieties are being tested. The Minnesota 
Station is doing a great work for the 
Northwest in its grain breeding. In the 
station nursery this season there are over 
half a million individual plants being 
dealt with by the experts. 

Bulletin 117 of the Maine Experiment 
Station contains an account of investi- 
gation of breeding poultry for egg pro- 
duction. The methods employed in the 
selection of breeding stock, and detailed 
accounts of the methods of feeding hens 
and chickens; valuable to all poultry 


raisers. 
Bulletin 227 of the 


Michigan College 
Station covers experiments with legumes 
other than alfalfa. Of the multitude of 
leguminous plants of economic importance 
many were. tried. The following indicate 
some value as green manures, especially 
on sandy soils; the lupines, kidney vetch, 
goat’s rue, crimson clover, and the vetches. 
The following gave some promise as food 
supply for stock; crimson clover, seradella, 
sanfoin, and Japan clover. Among the 
cow peas recommended, for such farmers 
who need them to plow under to enrich 
soil in nitrogen; the Iron, New, Whippoor- 
will, and Black Eye, are recommended to 
be planted in late spring when ground is 
fairly warm as they will not grow in cool 
weather. Farmers are warned that vetch 
has become a weed difficult to exterminate 
on the college farm and elsewhere. 

Bulletin 96 ot tne West Virginia Uni- 
versity Station forms a report on plant 
diseases of the state, especially cultivated 
plants and fruits. It treats succinctly 
rusts, smuts, leaf spots, fruit spots, 
anthracnose, blights, mildew, rots, knots 
scabs, curl, yellows, mold, canker, 
gall, etc., and refers to an effective remedy 
for each. 

Bulletin 89 of the Nebraska Station 
covers co-operative experiments with win- 
ter wheat, giving variety tests. Turkish 
red shows best. It discusses yellow berry, 
its causes and prevention.

Suggest keeping her off of corn 
diet and allow to run with young boar 
in pasture. As regards the cow which 
is troubled in the same way, we would 
advise the same treatment, unless there 
is some uterine trouble or she is over- 


fat. 

Partial paralysis —Young pigs only 
three weeks old bega~ showing weakness 
in hind quarters. They are fed clover, 
corn and slop.—H. A. L., Ohio. Feed 
ground oats in place of corn and give a 
little lime water with food. Also give 
some skim milk. They should have more 
exercise and less feed until they are well. 
Keep clean and out of their own filth. 

Wind Broken.—Filly ran away with 
buggy, running for several hours. She 
is now off in wind. When under sad- 
dle she shows most being broken winded. 
—F. W. T., Illinois. Feed good quality 
of food, and apply to throat equal parts 
tincture iodine and spirits of camphor. 

Bursal enlargements of fetlock joints. 
—Yearling colt has her hind legs swell- 
ed at joint. She has swelling inside and 
outside of joint. Not sore or stiff, yet 
both legs are the same. Have been 
there about one month. No treatment 
yet.—D. W., Albia, Iowa. This is no 
doubt due to weakened conditions of the 
joints. Give nourishing food, oats, hay 
and linseed meal. Apply to the joints 
every other day tincture of iodine until 
blistered.. Let them go one week, then 
apply again. 

Conjunctivitis.—Cow troubled with sore 
eye. Was blood-shot and now dull and 
cloudy.—C. C. E., Minnesota. Apply 
saturated solution boracic acid three times 
daily. Keep her out of bright light and 
give epsom salts to keep bowels open. 

Bald spot.—A horse has bald spot on 
body. Will applications of lard produce 
growth of hair.—I. O. Wis. Lard 
should never be used to bring on hair. 
Use vaseline instead. An ointment which 
is very convenient and inexpensive is 
made by mixing one part oxide zine and 
two parts vaseline. Apply twice daily. 
Infectious Opthalmia.—Cow eight years 
old had something the matter with left 
eye two weeks ago. Supposed she was 
hit in eye, but a week ago other eye 
commenced running water. She is now 
blind in both eyes. Ball of eye is in- 
flamed with heavy scum_ over sight 
Steers, also becoming infected.—T. E. H.. 
Starke Co., Ind. Your cattle evidently have 
the epidemic ophthalmia, or pink eye. 
It is liable to run through herd when 
it starts. About all that can be done 
is to render attack as mild as possible 
by keeping animals in from storms and 
when one is attacked keep in moderately 
darkened stable free from foul gases. 
Bathe eyes with warm water made brack- 
ish by salt. Should eye whiten over use 
following eye wash: Sulphate of zine and 
acetate of lead, 40 grains each; Sulphate 
of morpia, 10 grains; fluid extract bel- 
ladonna, one-fourth ounve; fluid ¢xtract 
witch hazel, two ounces; sufficient rain 
water to make one pint. Use a sponge 
to sop the eyes three or four times a day. 
Half ounce doses of powdered nitre 
given morning and night will help keep 
down feverish conditions. Try wheat bran 
_slops to regulate bowels when animals are 
reonfined in barn. Otherwise eight ounce 
doses of epsom salts daily. 

Snuffles.—Pigs when three weeks old 
began to breathe hard and jerky. Seem- 
ed to be stopped up in nose. Some had 
swelling on top. Would drink a little. 
then twist head and _ snuffle; seemed 
choked. They did not eat well and hair 
gets rough. Some have died. —F. A. W. 
lowa. No efficient remedy has been found 
for snuffles. Destroy worst effected, and 
stop feeding corn to others. Give plenty 
of exercise and feed well on nitrogenous 
foods such as bran, tankage, meal, dried 
blood, middlings and milk. Add lime water 
freely to feed. Dip head once a week 
in solution of one ounce permanganate 
potash to one gallon Inke warm water. 
Keep away from dust.

HOM.-MADE MINEGAR. 
Vinegar that will prove in every way 
satisfactory, may be easily and cheaply 


made at home. For a _ start, get good 
New Orleans or sorghum molasses, or 
the darkest grade of brown sugar. Do 
not use any sort of table syrup. To one 
gallon of molasses, or five pounds of 
sugar, add two gallons of warm, §séft 
water, and stir until well dissolved. 
Put into a stone jar or small keg, tie a 
cloth over the top and set in a warm 
(not hot) place. It will require from six 
weeks to two months to “make.” The 
sweeter the longer it will take to sour, 
but the sharper the vinegar’ will be. 
Afterward the supply may be kept up by 
adding the rinsings of the syrup jug; 
scraps of jam and jelly dissolved and 
strained: the drainings of the tea-pot, 
after meals, sweetened and added warm:

GOOD GAMES. 
Pen and Pencil. 
ADVICE. 

Everybody being provided with paper 
and pencil, each player writes a piece 
of advice upon a slip of paper, which 
is folded and put into a hat. When 


all the papers are collected they are 
shuffled and drawn by the players. 
Each person must, befére’ opening his 


paper, declare whether he considers the 


advice it contains as worthy of being 
followed or entirely unnecessary. He 
then reads the advice aloud. For in- 


stance, A, who announces his advice as 
most excellent, discovers it to be: “You 
would be greatly improved by endeavoring 
to overcome your unbearable conceit.” 
B, who says his advice is entirely un- 
called for, finds it to read: “Do not 
be so recklessly generous, or you will 
some day come to want.”

The foHowing directions will 
be found to be of practical use for those 
who desire to give such a party: The 
room in which. it is held is draped in 
white cheese cloth. The lamps are cov- 
ered with white shades lined with blue, 
which throw a ghastly light around the} 
room. Soft music ould be played.| 
Ghosts, in long, whit® robes, flit noise- 
lessly around the room, speaking no word 
except an occasional “Sh-h-h,” when 
there is too much noise. When one 
ghost begins “Sh-h-h,” all the rest must 
join in. Each ghost is. marked with a 
letter pasted to the head-gear, just above 
the eyes. The guests try to guess each 
other’s identity, and the dne who is 
found to conceal his the best is present- 
ed with a prize. A card-tender, whose 
duty it is to receive the guesses and the 
names of the guessers, should be ap- 
pointed. If it is desired to carry the 
ghostly effect into the refreshment part 
of the programme, the table could 
set with plain white dishes, ornamented 
with white flowers; white sandwiches, 
made with white meat; glasses of milk, 
angel cake, white cocoanut e, kis- 
ses and ice-cream could be served.

HARVESTING AND STORING SEED 
CORN, COMBATTING THE CORN 
ROOT WORM. 

(Continued from page 27.) 
extent of three bushels per acre or 27,- 
000,000 bushels is placing the estimate at 
the lowest possible figure. If the actual 


damage could be determined, it would 
probably be double this amount. 


The root worm is so very small and 
works below the surface of the ground 
in the roots of the corn unobserved, 
and does its work so gradually, that 
few people have any knowledge of the 
insect or the losses a crop sustains an- 
nually. : 

The eggs are laid in the ground near 
the hills or stalks of corn mostly during 
August and the first part of September 
and hatch the following spring in June 
and first part of July. When full grown 
the worm is about one-third of an inch 
in length and as large around as a pin. 
As soon as hatched the worm enters the 
roots of the corn and burrows back and 
forth lengthwise tarough the _ root 
just under the outside covering. Some- 
times five or six worms will be found 
in one root. The roots thus affected 
finally die and rot off leaving short 
stubs, The stalk of corn is thus de- 
prived of moisture and nourishment and 
after a rain when the ground is soft 
and especially with a heavy wind, the 
corn often goes down badly, particularly 
in those places, where most affected. 

Generally the worm will have reached

its full size in August when it pupates 
and in a few days comes out as a small 
beetle, light colored at first, but soon 
turns to a grass green color. It dis- 
tributes itself throughout the field and 
migrates to other fields of corn feeding 
on the silks and the corn at the tips 
of the ears, especially where the husks 
have been broken open and the corn in- 
jured by birds, worms, etc. The corn 
root worm seldom if ever works on 
the roots of any other plant than corn, 
and it is almost certain that the eggs 
are always laid in the corn field. 

Several hundred fields of corn were 
examined during the past summer, but 
in no case did I find any damage from 
the root worm where corn followed 
some other crop as pasture, clover, oats, 
ete. The second crop of-corn was often 
damaged somewhat although not serious- 
ly except in a few cases. But where 
corn had been grown more than two 
years on the same ground consecutive- 
ly, the damage was always serious and 
in many cases the yield will be reduced 
to fifteen or twenty bushels to the acre 
and this too in some 
ground had been manured in the-spring 
before plowing. 

REMEDY. 

The remedy is rotation of crops, never 
growing more than two creps of corn 
continuously on the same ground. There 
are several very marked indications of 
the presence of the root worm. 

First: the corn will have an uneven 
appearance, certain patches showing 
poor or making a slow growth during the

It will require con- 
siderable effort to pull up a_ healthy 
hill of corn with both hands. 

Sixth; the firing of the corn during 
the dry weather of July and August. 

Seventh; the large number of stalks 
in the field having no ears or some 
with very poor ones. 

Eighth, the presence in the cornfield, 
especially in the silks at the tips of 
the ears, of a large number of small 
green beetles. These beetles are numer- 
ous during August, although they may 
be seen as late as October in the last 
planted fields. 

Ninth, the corn is retarded in growth 
and matures late and is often injured 
by frost. Where the corn falls down 
badly much of the corn rots before husk- 
ing time. 

Figure 5, shows the appearance of 
corn that went down the last of July 
and tried to rise again. 

Now is the time to examine the corn 
field and determine whether or not the 
land shall go into corn again next year. 
If the corn went down considerabl, 
in August, especially in spots, if the 
stalks can be pulled up readily and the 
roots are badly rotted off, if there are 
many barren stalks or stalks with poor 
ears, and if the field has been in corn 
two years consecutively, it should go in- 
to some other crop for at least on. 
year and better if it is seeded down and 
left one or two years in clover. 

The damage to the corn crop annually 
by the corn root worm in the corn belt 
is enormous. Rotation of crops is the 


only remedy and now is the time to 
decide what to do with the field next 
year,
